A Milk Problem 


By M. C. GILPIN 


Editor, Pennsylvania Farmer 


OR 17 years the Guernsey people have been promoting 

Guernsey milk. They have made a reputation for it. They 
have made ‘GOLDEN GUERNSEY’ so famous that it brought 
a premium price. By producing and advertising a trade-marked 
article they obtained for it a preferred price, which is the pur- 
pose of trade-mark protection and the custom in commercial 
circles. They did this on their own time, at their own expense, 
on their own initiative. Nobody helped them; nobody prodded 
them; nobody financed them. They did it themselves and for 
themselves. It was a self-help program which succeeded. Its 
propriety was never questioned until last spring when the 
Pennsylvania Milk Commission decided it was not in accord 
with the way things should be done these days. The Com- 
mission ruled that the practice of pooling Guernsey milk 
separately should be discontinued. This ruling met with 
objections since the separate pooling practice worked out to 
the advantage of Guernsey milk producers. Since then several 
hearings have been held and more contemplated. They mill 
around the idea of some special plan for pricing Guernsey milk 
under the direction of the Commission. Out of these discus- 
sions will come eventually some arrangement or understanding 
under which the Guernsey folks will be satisfied and the Milk 
Control Commission will have carried out its obligations. 
However, there is a principle involved in this affair, which if 
pursued further may give us pause. 


Dairymen who supply fluid milk to the great consuming 
centers are in about the same position, relative to other dairy- 
men, as the “GOLDEN GUERNSEY” producers are relative to 
owners of other breeds. A special product for a special market 
brings a premium price to the fluid milk producers. By meeting 
sanitary requirements and doing other specified things they 
have got the price of fluid milk higher than other milk. If in 
the future some over-all, nationwide dairy program is developed 
to stabilize the whole dairy industry, increase consumption, 
restrain production, take care of the surplus and do everything 
for everybody, the fluid milk suppliers, especially in the East, 
may find themselves in a vulnerable position. Any plan of pro- 
gram designed to help everybody is mighty certain to hurt 
somebody. Some of our fluid milk suppliers may not be averse 
right now to seeing their Guernsey friends brought into line, 
but how would they like to see their own premium price 
reduced?

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A VISIT TO USDA 


— of the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 
visited the Dairy Husbandry Research Branch of the United 
States Department of Agriculture's Agricultural Research 
Service, at Beltsville, Md., on January 19, following the annual 
meeting of the Association in Baltimore. The group was most 
fortunate to meet and hear Dr. B. T. Shaw, Administrator of the 
Agricultural Research Service, USDA. It was encouraging to 
learn that research is bringing about the development of a 
satisfactory whole milk powder. The current problem is that 
powdered milk cannot be stored for long periods of time at 
room temperature. 

Dr. Shaw explained that the Agricultural Research Service 
conducts its work in five different fields, namely, farm and 
land management, livestock, crops, utilization and home 
economics. Approximately 103 million dollars were expended 
by the Federal government on agricultural research last year. 
Combining this with the State expenditure on similar research, 
the total amounted to 180 million dollars. In addition, 
industry spent another 180 million dollars on agricultural 
research. 

One of the big problems in administering research is the 
shortage of qualified scientists. Unfortunately, this shortage 
will likely continue for another five or six years due to the low 
birth rate during the depression in the early thirties. An illus- 
tration of the extreme shortage of qualified scientists is illus- 
trated by stating that during the past year only 228 teachers 
were trained in colleges with the qualifications to teach physics 
in high school. 

Dr. T. C. Byerly, Assistant Director of Livestock Research, 
gave a report of the research that is covered by this branch. 
Dr. R. E. Hodgson, Chief of the Dairy Husbandry Research 
Branch, spoke briefly on the program he administers. Dr. 
Hodgson’s assistant, Dr. L. A. Moore, served as Chairman for 
the day’s activities at Beltsville. Dr. N. D. Bayley is Head of 
the Breeding and Management Section, Dr. J. E. Sy kes of the 
Nutrition and Physiology Section, and Dr. J. F. Kendrick of 
the Dairy Herd Improvement and Sire Proving Section. Each 
of these men gave a most interesting presentation of their work. 

A tour was made of the section projects, including a demon- 
stration of animal adaptability in climates with extremely high 
temperature, udder development and structure, and breeding 
investigations. Of particular interest was the display of actual 
cross-sections of udders from cows that were high producers, 
medium producers and low producers. This was under the 
supervision of W. W. Swett. This exhibit particularly demon- 
strated the important influence of the medial suspension liga- 
ment in holding the udder to the body and preventing it from 
becoming pendulous. 

On behalf of the officers and members of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, I would like to hereby express sincere 
appreciation to Dr. Hodgson and his staff for the opportunity 
to become better acquainted with them and with the work 
they are doing.

Dehorning at Early 
Recommended 


Age 


Ik you're planning to dehorn your 
dairy cattle, do it at an early age, 
suggests L. R. Fryman, University of 
Illinois dairy specialist. At this stage 
the horn-producing tissue is easily 
destroyed. 

Fryman says the best time to dehorn 
is before the calf is a week old. Rub 
the horn button with sandpaper, a 
corncob or other abrasive material 
until it is raw and inflamed. Then you 
can apply caustic potash or other de- 
horning compounds. A ring of vase- 
line around the horn will help to pre- 
vent the dehorning fluid from running 
down the side of the calf’s face and 
possibly into its eyes. You'll also 
want to be careful not to get the 
material on your hands and face. 

Another way to remove horns from 
calves under three months old, is to 


use an electric dehorner. It has a heat-

ing unit that fits around the base of 
the horn. Apply like a branding iron, 
and burn a quarter-inch circle around 
the base of the horn to a cherry-red 
color. Because the skin is not broken, 
there is no bleeding and little danger 
from infection. 


After a calf is more than six months 
old, you'll have to use dehorning 
shears or a saw. To do a good job 
with these tools, remove about a 
quarter-inch of hide and hair with the 
horn, Fryman suggests. You can con- 
trol excessive bleeding by searing the 
cut with a hot iron or by tying a 
string tightly around the poll. Don’t 
cut in fly season or during cold 
weather. 


When horns are removed while the 
calf is young, little or no bleeding 
occurs. There is not much chance of 
infection and the poll is left smooth, 
giving the animal a neat appearance. 
The job is also much easier because

Sprinkler Irrigation Uses Less 
Water 


Tue sprinkler irrigation method pro- 
duces the same results as_ surface 
itrigation, but requires one-seventh 
less water, Bert R. Somerholder, Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, told members of 
the American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers at a recent meeting in 
Chicago. The experiments were con- 
ducted on alfalfa plots at the North 
Platte Experiment Station in 1952, 
1953 and 1954. 

Annual irrigation requirements were 
27.8 inches of water for the sprinkler 
system and 32.2 inches for the surface 
irrigation method. There was no 
significant difference in the quantity 
of water added to the root zone despite 
the difference in the volume of water

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Requirements For 
Guernsey Bulls Used For 
Artificial Insemination 


URING 1955, there were 584 

registered Guernsey sires in use 

in the organized artificial in 
semination program throughout the 
United States. The number in use for 
1956 was approximately the same as 
last year, with Guernsey sires ranking 
second in total number, being ex 
ceeded only by Holsteins with 941 
sires reported 

Since a Guernsey bull used in A. I. 
sires nearly 100 times as many calves 
each year as the average sired under 
natural use, it is apparent that only the 
best sires obtainable should be used 
We feel that the artificial insemination 
organizations are striving to do this. 
Frankly, the requirements for a 

Guernsey bull to be used on the A. I. 
program are exactly the same as any 
practical purebred breeder would de- 
mand. We shall attempt to explain 
this in more detail in the paragraphs 
that follow.

Scope of the Program 

During 1955, there were 5,413,874 
cows in 593,190 herds artificially in- 
seminated. A total of 2,450 sires, of 
which 584 were Guernseys, provided 
the semen used. The average number 
of cows inseminated per sire was 2,210 
This gives some idea of the great re- 
sponsibility carried by a sire used in 
artificial insemination. We are unable 
to give the exact number of cows in 
seminated by each Guernsey sire in use, 
but there is little reason to believe the 
figure is much below the average of 
2,210 cows per sire. 

On January 1, 1956, 661,497 herds 
were on the A. I. program, and the 
total number of cows inseminated will 
probably exceed 5’ million for the 
year. This is 20 per cent of our total 
milk cow population of some 28 mil 
lion cows and heifers of breeding age 
No program in the history of cattle 
improvement has affected so many 
animals 


Proved Sires Used Heavily 

At the present time, 36 per cent of 
the sires in use are proved. 
three and one half times as many 
proved sires as were in use prior to the 
A. I. program. General observation 
indicates the proved sires are heavily 
used, generally on 3,000 to 8,000 cows 
per year.

Dairy Herd Improvement Division, 
USDA, summarized the average pro 
duction of A. I. daughters tested in 
DHIA up to October 1, 1955. (Table 
I. ) 

A total of 4,058 sires had artificially 
sired daughters with DHIA records 
Only daughters born since 1946 and 
whose sires were used in A. I. on or 
after January 1, 1946, were included 
The summary, Table 1, shows how the 
A. I. daughters produce by breeds. 

All records are 305 days in length, 
2x milking, mature equivalent basis 
The 1,247 Guernsey sires had an aver 
age of nearly 20 DHIA tested daugh 
ters. The average number of records 
per daughter is 1.8. The average num 
ber of tested daughters per sire for all 
bulls is 35.4. Holsteins lead 
DHIA daughters per sire 

From a production point of view, 
the average for Guernseys is a bit low, 
7797 lbs. of milk and 377 lbs. of fat 
The Guernsey records involved are 
strictly DHIA, and the above compila- 
tion, it is Our understanding, does not 
include Guernsey cows on HIR test 
not involving DHIA. Some breeds in 
the above compilation send HIR re 
cords to Washington on a reciprocal 
agreement to assist in sire proving. The 
Guernsey Club has wisely made ar- 
rangements to make its HIR records 
available

This step should result in 
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some inp rovement in the average, Dut 
not markedly so, as about 80 to 85 per 
cent of HIR records are made in con- 
junction with the DHIA program. 


Many Century Sires 


Of the 1,247 Guernsey sires with 
A. I. progeny tested in DHIA, we find 
the distribution of daughters as given 
in Table 2 

Of the 1,247 Guernsey sires with 
tested A. I. offspring, 130 have 50 or 
more DHIA daughters. The remain- 
ng 1,117 have from one to 49 tested 
A. I. progeny. The average production 
of = daughters of the heavily used 
sires is shown in Table 2. It will be 
noted that nearly all of the sires with 
over 100 tested progeny are above the 
average of 377 lbs. of fat for all Guern- 
sey sires. The exception is the four 
sires with an average of 200 to 224 
daughters that average only 7709 lbs. 
of milk and 364 lbs. of fat. 

While the above figures reflect the 
number of tested daughters, we must 
quickly realize that for every daughter 
tested, on the average, there are 20 
daughters that never have a production 
record. Our studies show that one out 
of every 21 daughters born are pro- 
duction tested in DHIA. Possibly the 
AR and HIR program of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club add a goodly 
number, but we can’t believe even this 
excellent program can change the 
picture very much. 

The regrettable fact is that we in 
America prefer to guess rather than 
obtain production data. The DHIA 
program and the Production testing 
program of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club are over 50 years old. It is 
a sad commentary to our dairy indus- 
try and to all breeds that so few cows 
are tested for production. This lack 
of records reflects a man-power and 
feed wastage that none except a young 
and vigorous America could support. 
My feeling is that we will not be able 
to support so much guesswork in the 
future 


Some Very Great Sires 


In the artificial pro 
gram we must realize that the sires in 
use are mated to all kinds of cows—90 
per cent are grades and some are other 
than Guernsey cows bred to Guernsey 
Every level of feeding from poor 
to excellent prevails. The A. I. pro- 
gram works with dairy farmers across 
the board. Some are poor dairymen, 
some are average, and some are ex- 
cellent managers, but the average 
“comes out in the wash”’ and is the 
final measure, because this program is 
endowed with the important objective 
of cattle improvement 

The slogan of the association I serve 
as executive secretary is ‘Better Cattle

for Better Living.’ We must base our 
thinking on the results the average 
farmer dairyman obtains. All breeds 
and all bulls, no matter what they 
might have done in a single herd, come 
in for a final shakedown in this pro- 
gram on what their daughters, register- 
ed, grades and nondescripts, do at the 

ail, if they are fortunate enough to 
C tested. We believe, generally, the 
better dairymen are among those who 
obtain records of production. 

Of the Guernsey sires with over 50 
A. I. offspring tested to date, the 
production level is as follows:

According to our tabulations, based 
on the DHIA proved sire summary, 
the bell ringer of all the Guernsey sires 
proved to date goes to Tarbell Farms 
Peerless Valor. He sired 186 A. I. off- 
spring with 374 DHIA records which 
average 8968 lbs. of milk and 433 lbs. 
of fat. He is owned by the New York 
Artificial Breeders Cooperative, and 
with 8.7 per cent of the cows on DHIA 
test in that state he could theoretically 
be charged with 2,660 female offspring. 
The second ranking sire also goes to 
the New York A. B. C. with Idylbrook 
Eureka having 86 daughters with 207 
records, 8281 Ibs. of milk and 426 lbs. 
of fat, a potential of 1,230 daughters 
all told 


Natural vs A. I. Proofs 


One of the points which many pure 
bred breeders fail to realize is that a

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sire which has been a real “humdinger” 
in their herd may be practically “‘a 
flop” in the A. I. program. This brings 
up the matter of environment and selec- 
tion. The artificial breeding organiza- 
tions are often “cussed” for not jump- 
ing at the opportunity to buy a sire 
which has given a breeder a real boost 
in production and type. Perhaps some 
really noteworthy sires are overlooked, 
but look what the record in Pennsyl- 
vania, the leading Guernsey state, 
shows as given in Table 3. 

Frankly, these figures show 
little correlation between ‘“‘natural”’ 
and proof’! The fact is that 
many breeders, who are incensed be- 
cause an artificial breeding association 
fails to buy their proved bull at a long 
price, fail to appreciate the fact that 
this bull must win his spurs out on the 
farm where 2x milking and average 
farm care is practiced. There are no 
box stalls and ‘‘super duper’ feeds. It’s 
down to earth dairying—and there's 
no selection of daughters. 

The A. I. program, in my opinion, 
has done more to focus the spotlight 
on the true production transmitting 
potentialities of our sires of all breeds 
than anything developed to date. 
Purebred breeders are seed stock pro- 
ducers. Most frankly admit their field 
of greatest Opportunity is to improve 
grade cattle. “acid 
test,” because a bull that goes into the 
A. I. program is fast levelled to a com- 
mon denominator of cows of various 
production potentials and varying herd 
management. Under these conditions 
ome sires excell others in siring good pro- 
ducing daughters. are the

when his A. I. daughters come in 
production. His original or ‘natural 
proof” is good advertising and helps 
sell him to farmers. Artificial insemina- 
tion Organizations are justified in their 
efforts to buy top bulls on this premise 
alone. 


What Do A. I. Associations 
Require of a Bull? 


With all of the above foreground, 
we finally come to the crux of this 
article, but without a full realization of 
the obligations and problems involved 
we can't see requirements 
could be discussed in a few statements. 


how. sire 


1. The Guernsey sire used in the A. 
I. program must be highly fertile 
and give a conception rate of 65 
per cent or better nonreturns on a 
60-90 day basis. As compared to 
other breeds, Guernsey sires to 
date enjoy a mediocre position in 
this respect. Not the poorest, but 
often not the best with much 
variation in fertility. 


.He must sire good producing 
daughters; preferably those that 
can produce 10,000 Ibs. of milk 
and 450 lbs. of fat under good 
farm conditions. 


3. The daughters must be acceptable 
in type and free of faults, such as 
nervous and flighty dispositions, 
small teats, hard milkers, etc. 


4. The bull must have good produc- 
tion ancestry, and popular blood- 
lines don’t hurt a bit. Over 12 per 
cent of all cattle artificially in- 


seminated are registered. In his 
1956 Annual Report, R. D. Stew- 
art, Secretary of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, says: ‘‘Ani- 
mals produced by artificial in- 
semination made up no less than 
32.8 per cent of the 1955 record- 
ings. The per cent of new breed- 
ers made possible by artificial in- 
semination continues at a high 
level—62.8 per cent for 1955.” 
This means that many new breed- 
ers enter the purebred fold each 
year through the A. I. program. 
The importance of a sire that 
meets the rigid requirements of an 
astute purebred breeder cannot be 
ignored and is always of prime 
consideration when 
lected. 


sires are Se- 


. The sire must be healthy and free 
of anatomical defects. He must 
pass a clean test for T. B., Bru- 
cellosis, Trichomoniasis, Vibrio- 
SIS, Leptospirosis, and produce 
high quality semen. No artificial 
insemination organization can af- 
ford to use a sire questionable on 
the above tests. The American 
Veterinary Medical Association 
and The National Association of 
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Artificial Breeders have teamed 
together to draw up a practucal, 
but rigid, set of Sire Health Re 
quirements for A. I. organizations 
that are now in effect. 

. The bull must be ‘‘clean”’ so far as 
inherited defects are concerned 
That is, he must not carry reces- 
sive characters for such defects as 
fused teats, tailless, single toe, 
off-color, etc. 

. The bull should be acceptable in 
type and conformation. Most 
dairymen judge a bull in A. I. by 
the way his daughters perform in 
their herds. However, many pa- 
trons visit A. I. centers 
to see the bulls. 


they want 
We believe this 
is a good practice. No dairyman 
wants to trust his future herd to a 
bull he disapproves of from a con 
formation standpoint. In other 
words A. I. organizations can't 
“hide the bull behind the barn.” 
They operate in a glass cage with 
the whole world observing their 
actions. 


Source of Sires 


The A. I. organizations have only 
one source for good sires—the pure- 
bred breeder! He has an opportunity 
now he never had before to influence 
the production and type of thousands 
of cattle. This becomes a moral obliga- 
tion entirely apart from the fact a good 
proved bull can be sold 
thousand dollars. 

Sires selected fall into two groups: 


fi or several 


1. The proved sire. Based on natural 
proof, but where dams and daugh- 
ters have been handled under 
similar conditions and the general 
level of production of the sire’s 
daughters are above the herd and 
breed average. Some breeders get 
a high level of production in 
daughters by giving them above 
usual care, thereby getting a large 
plus proof over dam's records, but 
few artificial breeding associations 
fall for this chicanery 


». The young sire program. This pro- 
yram involves the selection of 
several young sires each year to be 
sampled in the A. I. program 
They are bulls whose ancestry, 
general conformation, and the 
integrity of the breeder would 
appeal to a key breeder. The 
bulls are used to inseminate one 
to 2,000 Usually, eftorts 
are centered on those herds keep- 
ing production records. 
the bulls are

Then, 
“put on the shelf’ 
by merely boarding them or loan- 
ing them to some breeder until 
their daughters are in production 
Once the daughters have fresh- 
ened, the Sire Committee, several 
purebred breeders, and the man- 
agement of the artificial insemina- 
tion Organization appraise them, 
and the decision to bring a bull 
back into full service or sell him 
to the butcher is made. This pro- 
gram is growing, and it has the 
endorsement and aid of many 
purebred Guernsey breeders. In 
Ohio and several other states these 
young bulls are jointly owned by 
purebred Guernsey breeders and 

the A. I. organization 
The advantage of the young sire 
program is that a bull proved in A. | 
is a known quantity. If he has 50 to 
100 DHIA daughters in many herds, 
his general transmitting level is estab- 
lished. Furthermore, by this time he is 
only five to six years old and he can 
spend many years on the job. Con- 
trast this with a seven-year-old sire 
proved in a single herd that comes into 
A. I. use. He is 10 to 11 years old and 
on his last legs before we know whether 
he’s really doing the job on the farm- 
ers’ cows or not. The proving of 
young sires under A. I. conditions will 
continue to grow. For example, at 
“The Butterfat Sale,” October 18, 
Western Pennsylvania Artificial Breed-

Mr. Gannon 
recommended that in plugging these 
so-called leaks in management, rough- 
age was the biggest factor, and more 
attention must be paid to more and 
higher quality roughage as the best 
means of reducing costs and increasing 
profits.

Report on Liquid Fertilizers 


To help meet the increasing demand 
for information about fertilizers that 
are directly applied to the land in 
liquid form, the Agricultural Research 
Service, USDA, Washington 25, Doc 
has issued a special report on the sub 
ject. It points out that the use of 
liquid fertilizers has increased from 
40,529 tons in 1946-47 to 709,836 tons 
in 1954-55. The new report (ARS-22- 
35) also discusses the development of 
liquid fertilizers, the various types of 
them, custom application versus farm- 
er application, equipment for apply- 
ing the liquid forms, timing practices,

Sixty-seven repre- 
sentatives were present from the New 
England States, New York and the six 
Middle Atlantic States. Held annually 
for a number of years, these confer- 
ences have done much in the way of 
improved relations between the various 
Artificial Breeding Units and The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. They 
also help to coordinate and orient the 
thinking of the committee 
members.

Meeting at the Clinton House for 
dinner on December 6, a panel dis- 
cussion on the topic, “What Are Our 
Plans For The Future,” highlighted the 
evening program.

On December 7 the group met at 
Mulhocaway Farm, with Lawrence 
Colebank, Official Classifier of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, act- 
ing as leader. Using animals from the 
herd, he outlined the type of Guernsey 
cow we are looking for today, part 
cularly as to size, shoulders, dairy 
character, body capacity, udder, feet 
and legs. A class of seven cows, which 
the group placed on dairy character 
alone, made for good discussion. Us 
ing three cows with records of over 
700 Ibs. of fat, twice daily milking, 
two cows, sharp but lacking in heart 
and constitution, and with two cows, 
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tending to be shorter and thicker, the 
entire field was covered ag 

A class of two-year-old 
used to point out the difference in 
maturity of such first calf heifers 
Larger, more upstanding, longer and 
more open heifers, typical of the ‘‘later 
maturing’’ kind, provided a_ sharp 
contrast with the more “early matur 
ing,” shorter, lower-set, rounder ribbed 
heifers. Three daughters of Mulho 
caway Beauty Butterfat made excellent 
examples of the desired later maturing 
heifers. 

Five groups of dam-daughter com 
binations provided a good example 
that the sire cannot do it all. With 
good cows, the should at least 
hold his own, but on the poorer cows 
only some degree of improvement can 
be expected. Finally, as an example of 
an excellent cow family, and something 
which is basic to the selection of 
young sires, members of the “Dolly” 
family were brought out. Heading the 
group was Clearland Butterfat Dolly. 
Others in this family are Master's 
Dilley, the Excellent class leading 
Mulhocaway Lovely Diligent, recently 
sold in the Butterfat Sale, her daugh- 
ter, Mulhocaway Butterfat Diletant, 
recently classified Excellent, Mulho 
caway Butterfat Daylo, Very Good, 
and Mulhocaway Doll Beauty, Very 
Good 

Mulhocaway Farm provided idea!

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NDC Cites Evidence to Challenge Time 


Magazine Article on Fats and Heart Disease 


Positive action has been taken by 
the National Dairy Council on a recent 
Time Magazine article on heart dis- 
ease, which carried the recommenda- 
tion that voting-age men and elder 
women drastically reduce their con- 
sumption of milk fat. 


In a communication to the Editor 
of Time, Milton Hult, NDC President, 
challenged the recommendation by 
pointing out that the great bulk of 
evidence from nutrition research al 
ready completed gives assurance that 
eating foods (milk, vegetables, fruits, 
eggs, meat, cheese, fish and poultry, 
cereals, ice cream, bread and butter) in 
balanced quantities will build 
maintain a healthy body and mind 

Hult further stated that until there 
is more agreement among health 
leaders on the causes of heart disease, 
Time readers deserve to have at least 
six vital points, not included in the 
article, brought to their attention 

Mr. Hult’s letter, dated November 
13, follows:

. While research suggests that 
there may be a relationship be- 
tween high level of dietary fat 
consumption and the incidence 
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of heart disease, there is a broad 
lack of understanding on the 
relative amount of fat in various 
foods. For instance, an 8-ounce 
glass of whole milk contains be 
tween 8 and 10 grams of fat, 
while some other foods of com- 
parable protein value will con- 
tain from 11 to 20 grams of fat 
per serving, excluding the visible 
fat 

Actually only about 10 per cent 
of the calories available in the

Housewives Show Interest In New 


Home-Size Milk Dispenser 


Dairy farmers who are interested in 
increasing home consumption of milk 
should keep their sights on the new 
home-size milk dispensers. 


The very first unit to come out of the 
production line got a trial run in 
Moscow, Idaho, last spring under the 
sponsorship of the Department of 
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Agricultural Economics at the Uni- 
versity of Idaho. It was in one of the 
marketing-merchandising studies car 
ried on by the department 

At the rate of about eight homes a 
day, Jack Weber, Assistant Agricul- 
tural Economist, took the dispenser 
into 120 Moscow homes. All were 
medium to heavy milk users. The unit 
was taken into each home to. see 
whether, and where it would fit. Each 
housewife was questioned as to her 
reaction to it. In several homes the 
dispenser was left for a few days of 
actual use. 

The new home dispenser is similar 
in design and operation to the com- 
mercial dispensers that have been in 
use nearly 10 years. Only difference ts 
it is smaller. It holds two 3-gallon 
cans, has a self-contained refrigeration 
unit which keeps the milk at a constant 
35 degrees. 


WOULD BOOST CONSUMPTION 


One fact stood out above all others 
in the survey. Practically everyone 
thought the dispenser would increase 
the consumption of milk in their 
homes. With milk available members 
of the family, particularly the children, 
would drink more. One home with 
six children provided a striking illus- 
tration of the possibilities. This home 
had been getting five to six quarts 


daily from the milkman. With the 
dispenser in the home, consumption 
jumped to 12 quarts a day 

‘For some this increase 
sidered a liability,” explains Weber, 
“because the family felt it was now 
drinking all the milk it could afford.” 

Principal reason why more milk is 
consumed from the dispenser, in 
Weber's opinion, is because it 1s al 
ways so cold. 

Here are the highlights from the 
Survey: 

The dispenser could be fit into 
about 57 per cent of the homes. It 
would not fit in 43 per cent. Seventy- 
one per cent of the people in whose 
homes it would fit were interested in 
having one. Customers that purchased 
three or more quarts a day were more 
interested in the dispenser than were 
those purchasing less. 


IDEAS ON PURCHASING 


Most families were interested in pur- 
chasing a milk dispenser if increased 
savings on milk warranted it. If there 
would be no savings on milk, the 
families would expect the dairy to in- 
stall the unit free. Most homes were 
interested in a rental-purchase plan 
whereby they could rent the dispenser 
to try it out, with the understanding 
that if they decided to buy the rent then 
would apply on the purchase price

Outline Of Activities Of Dairy 


Husbandry Research Branch

Chief, Dairy Husbandry Research 
Branch, USDA 


Tue Dairy Husbandry Research 
Branch’s function is to conduct in- 
vestigations and demonstrations in all 
phases of dairy husbandry to produce 
useful information to advance the 
dairy farming industry. The research 
program is directed to problems of 
national and regional interest and 
application. It emphasizes basic re- 
search but also includes many pro- 
jects of practical and applied nature. 
The basic objective of all the Branch’s 
activity is to improve the efficiency of 
milk production on dairy farms. 

The activities of the Branch are 
organized under three Sections: (1) 
Nutrition and Physiology; (2) Breed- 
ing, Feeding and Management, and 
(3) Dairy Herd Improvement and Sire 
Proving. The headquarters and major 
research facilities are located at the 
Agricultural Research Center, Belts- 
ville, Maryland. Other stations are 
located in Washington, D. C.; Willard, 
N. C.; Lewisburg, Tenn.; Jeanerette, 
La.; and Huntley, Montana. Coopera- 
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tive research projects are conducted at 
some 25 additional State Experiment 
Stations and cooperative relations are 
maintained with all State Agricultural 
Extension Services. The Branch works 
in close cooperation with other Branch- 
es of ARS and agencies of the Depart- 
ment, especially the Federal Extension 
Service. 

The resident research staff consists 
of about 50 highly trained scientists. 
In addition, some 25-30 specialists are 
employed wholly by the Branch or 
cooperatively with the States. The 
staff includes specialists trained in 
dairy husbandry, genetics and animal 
breeding, anatomy, physiology, endo- 
crinology, chemistry, nutrition, bac- 
teriology, biometry and statistics. 

The research program of the Branch 
is covered with some 75 line projects. 
They cover such subjects as: dairy 
cattle breeding and selection; physio- 
logical genetics; anatomy; growth and 
development; relation of size and form 
to function; adaptability of animals to 


environmental stresses; udder growth 
and herd management; 
physiology of reproduction and lacta- 
tron, nutrituonal requirements ot dairy 
cattle for growth, reproduction and 
lactation; nutritional evaluation of 
feeds and feeding regimes; manage- 
ment, preservation and use of pasture 
and 


function; 


harvested methods of 
making silage; rumen metabolism and 
function; care of milk on the farm; and 
nutritional properties of milk and pro- 
duction factors that affect these prop- 
erues. The Branch operates the 
National Cooperative Dairy Herd Im- 
provement and the National Dairy 
Sire Proving Programs, both of which 
are in Cooperation with all the states.

Evapotranspiration Aids in 
Planning Irrigation 


EvaporrANsPIRATION it's a big 
word, but it can have big meaning to 
the nation’s farmer, according to C. H. 
M. Bavel, United States Department 
of Agriculture soil scientist, who re- 
cently addressed the winter meeting of 
the American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers. “By applying our knowl- 
edge of evapotranspiration,”” he said, 
“we can compute the probabilities of 
drought and the need of supplemental 
irrigation water. Even the tuume for 
irrigation can be estimated, as can be 
drought conditions in large areas on a 
current basis,"’ Mr. Bavel pointed out. 

All such practical applications result 
from estimating the water losses by 
evaporation from crops and soil by 
using commonly available weather 
data, he stated. Once these estimates 
are made, the moisture content of the 
soil can be approximated. This knowl- 
edge, he said, is also useful in design- 
ing drainage systems. 

In seven southern states extensive 
studies of drought occurrence and 
water deficiencies are 
or completed.

A HALF-POUND of phosphate fertilizer 
per cow, per day, spread in and a 
short distance behind the gutter in the 
dairy stanchion barn is better than us- 
ing lime on the barn floor, according 
to Extension Dairyman D. L. Murray 
of Michigan State University. Lime 
releases nitrogen and makes the barn 
slippery, Murray while 
phosphate ties up the nitrogen.

Federal Law to Strengthen 
Brucellosis Campaign 


INTERSTATE Movement of all cattle 
except steers, spayed heifers, and calves 
under eight months old comes under 
Federal control, starting January 1, 
1957, to curb the spread of brucellosis 
(Bang’ s disease). The new rules are 
aimed primarily at strengthening and 
unifying control of interstate move 
ment of cattle relative to brucellosis 
particularly to counties and States 
already designated Modified Certified 
Brucellosis-Free under the accelerated 
Federal-State cooperative brucellosis 
eradication program. Violation of the 
regulation is a Federal offense. 

Here briefly is a rundown on rules 
that will govern interstate movement 
of cattle: 

A regulation already in force will 
still apply after January 1 to reactor: 
to the brucellosis lest. Eartagged and 
branded, they may move under official 
certificate to slaughter at plants under 
Federal inspection or specifically ap- 
proved by the Department, or to an 
approved public stockyard for sale to 
such slaughtering plants. 


Under the new regulation, cattle not 
known to have brucellosis also can be 
shipped to such plants for immediate 
slaughter or to a public stockyard 
one approved by the Department. They 
must be accompanied by a waybill or 
similar document or certificate signed 
by the owner or shipper. 

Two classes of cattle can move into 
any State with comparative ease. ge 
from brucellosis-free herds and areas 
quire only an official certificate. po 
officially vaccinated animals under 30 
months old can be shipped with only an 
official certificate, except those moved 
into a modified-certified brucellosis- 
free area. They must have, in addi- 
tion, a permit from the livestock sant 
tary official of the State of destination 

Official vaccinates over 30 months old 
can be shipped to non-certified areas 
under an official certificate and a per- 
mit from the State of destination, if 
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within the preceding 30 days they were 
blood tested and showed a reaction no 
higher than incomplete agglutination 
at the 1:100 dilution. If they move 
into a modified-certified brucellosis 
free area, however, they must then be 
quarantined until tested negative or 
slaughtered. 

Most nonvaccinates over eight months 
old can move under official certificate 
if tested negative within 30 days of 
shipment, provided that those going 
into a modified-certified brucellosis- 
free area also have a permit from the 
State of destination and are then quar- 
antined until tested negative after 30 
days or slaughtered. There is an excep- 
tion, however, for animals from a 
Federal-State supervised herd that has 
tested reactor-free within 90 days be- 
fore shipment. They can be shipped 
anywhere under official certificate only, 
provided each animal shipped has 
tested brucellosis-free at least 30 days 


after the herd test but within 30 days of 


shipment. 

Beef bulls and females shipped for feed- 
ing or grazing only can move under 
oficial certificate and permit from the 
State of destination, if that State legally 
requires segregating and quarantining 
such cattle. 

The new regulation also deals with 
the cleaning and disinfecting of ve- 
hicles and the marking of records to 
indicate that reactors are in shipment 
Each railroad car, boat, truck, or other 
vehicle in which reactors are trans- 
ported interstate must be cleaned and 
disinfected under the supervision of a 
Federal or State inspector or an accre 
dited veterinarian immediately after 
the animals are unloaded. 

This brief outline is a much simpli 
fied version of the regulation. In- 
terested persons should obtain further 
details or copies of the regulation 
from State and Federal livestock sani- 


tary officials in their areas or from the 


Animal Disease Eradication Branch, 
Agricultural Research Service, U. S 
Department of Agriculture, Washing-
